President McKinley's addiess of ac- 


ceptance is foimal and commonplace, 
just as all such utterances usually 


are, save on one issue. His declara- 
tion cancel ning1 the policy to be pur- 
sued tow.iul the islands taken from 
Spain is of intense interest, if not 
satisfactory. The president permits 
no doubt that it is his policy to per 
manently retain the Philippines. Ha 
says "American authority must be* 
supreme throughout the aichipelago,'' 
and further that the people will be 
given a ''just and geneious gjvern- 
ment," and that in it they "shall have 
the largest participation for which 
they are capable." This, with the 
decimation further along in the ad- 
diess wheiein lie asserts the claim of 
extra-constitutional poweis in con- 
gress to govern territory belonging' to 
the United States leaves nothing else 


to be implied than that Porto Jlico 
and the Philippines aie to be govern- 
ed as colonies, not as territories, like 
New Mexico today and as former ter- 
litories now states, with the puiposc 
and prospect of eventual statehood. 
But the president does not say so 
plainly, though he ought to be plain 
upon this issue. It will be heatedly 
and constantly discussed in the cam- 
paign. 
The president and his ad- 


herents must defend it.

nounced policy invests the

of imperialism. Meanwhile, we shall
